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Changes 
to road 
parking 
is on way 

A MAJOR shake-up of park¬ 
ing restrictions in Welsh¬ 
pool will be brought in to 
improve safety on its con¬ 
troversial one-way system. 

Powys County Council 
has backed plans for an 
on-street loading and park¬ 
ing review which will see 
sections of the town trans¬ 
formed into a no-stopping 
area in a bid to halt disrup¬ 
tion. 

Areas of Severn Street, 
Church Street, The Cross, 
Berriew Street and Broad 
Street are earmarked to 
become either no-stopping 
areas or to have no loading 
between 8am and 10am and 
3pm and 5.30pm. 

Some roads are set to 
become no parking areas 
under the plans. 

Chris Lloyd, road safety 
and traffic systems manager 
for Powys County Coun¬ 
cil, said: “Discussions have 
been held with Welshpool 
Town Council which carried 
out its own informal public 
consultation exercise to es¬ 
tablish what changes within 
the town they considered 
appropriate. 

“The proposals include 
changes to those waiting 
and loading restrictions 
identified as part of the 
scrutiny review of the gy¬ 
ratory system deemed to be 
problematic in terms of the 
free flow and safety of traffic 
movements within the town 
centre.” 

Consultation into the 
plans has been launched. 

Poison plea 
made after 
cat's death 

ONE cat has died and an¬ 
other is fighting for its life 
after being poisoned in 
Welshpool. 

The two cats were found 
in the Prince of Wales Drive 
area of the Oldford estate. It 
is not yet known if the cats 
were targeted deliberately. 

Constable Mike Clark of 
Dyfed-Powys Police said: 
“Police are investigating the 
poisoning of two cats in that 
area of town. It happened 
sometime overnight on Feb¬ 
ruary 2 into February 3. 

“I would plead with an¬ 
ybody with information to 
come forward as a matter of 
urgency and call us. If this 
has happened deliberately 
we need to know, so anyone 
with information or anyone 
who saw anything suspi¬ 
cious should get in touch.”

ROAD UPGRADE 
HOPES BOOSTED 


FRESH attempts are to be 
made to improve the main 
road which links Oswestry 
and Welshpool in a double 
pronged bid to save lives. 

Investigations will be held to find 
ways to improve “inadequate” sec¬ 
tions of the A483 as well as the A5. 

And fresh talks have been held to look at how 
to improve the route as it passes near Chirk. 

Transport minister John Hayes has promised 
a study into the A5 between Shrewsbury and 
Ruabon. The findings will be reported within 
the next six months. 

Mr Hayes has also pledged a fresh look will 
be taken at plans for a Llanymynech and Pant 
bypass on the A483. 

North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson said 
the study could provide a “breakthrough” for 
plans to make the A5 a dual carriageway. 

He said: “I was extremely pleased that John

Hayes was able to confirm that a high level 
study of the A5 corridor would take place which 
will report in six months’ time. 

“This could be the breakthrough that we 
need to see this issue resolved once and for all.” 

Mr Paterson also gained assurances that the 
minister and Edwina Hart, his counterpart in 
the Welsh Assembly, will ask a Cross Border 
Road Forum to look at the issue as well as a 
Llanymynech and Pant bypass. 

He said: “The Cross Border Road Forum is 
a new and imaginative initiative to help un¬ 
lock the current impasse on local road schemes 
which cross into Wales.” 

Councillor Dilys Gaskill, chairwoman of Pant 
and Llanymynech Parish Council, welcomed 
the announcement of the forum and its brief 
to look at the possibility of creating a new road 
around the two villages. 

Cllr Gaskill said: “We had a meeting of the 
parish council on Friday with Glyn Davies MP 
and the bypass action group. The feeling of the 


meeting was yes, this forum is a good thing to 
have. 

“It’s the only way really you’re going to deal 
with the cross-border issue. 

“It’s like a key now. It’s beginning to unlock 
things and get them moving.” 

Meanwhile in a separate development Susan 
Elan Jones, MP for Clwyd South, has met 
Chirk’s borough councillors Ian Roberts and 
Terry Evans to discuss ways to increase safety 
on the A483 as its passes Chirk. 

Councillor Roberts said he believed the 
quickest way to cut accidents was to stop over¬ 
taking. 

“I think in every case the accident had been 
caused by overtaking,” he said. 

Councillor Evans said: “I believe we need to 
have crash barriers along both bridges which 
stops drivers from overtaking. I think the 
whole stretch from Gledrid to Ruabon needs to 
have double white lines and no overtaking at 
all. The speed limit in my view needs to be 40 
to 50mph. 

“These are things that could be achieved at 
very little cost.”

Windfarm 
battle costs 
are revealed 

MORE than £2 million of 
taxpayers’ money has been 
spent on fighting against 
planning appeals from 
windfarm companies. 

The figure was revealed 
in a report to Powys County 
Council’s cabinet on Tues¬ 
day, which also confirmed 
that a further £713,455 has 
been earmarked to defend 
the council’s planning deci¬ 
sions on windfarm projects. 

The majority of the £2 
million has been made up 
of legal bills racked up at 
the Powys Conjoined Wind- 
farm Inquiry, which closed 
in June. The inquiry will 
decide whether windfarms 
and a 132kv power line are 
given approval.

Motorist disqualified after 
admitting to drink-driving

Laura Elizabeth Griffiths, 27, of Cae Camlad, 
Churchstoke, admitted drink-driving, careless driv¬ 
ing and obstructing a police constable at Welshpool 
-Magistrates Court. 


Former 
town school 
teacher 
dies at 103 

TRIBUTES have been paid 
to a former Oswestry teach¬ 
er who died just a few weeks 
short of her 104th birthday. 

Mary Garside taught at 
the now-closed Welsh Walls 
Church of England School 
in Oswestry. 

She died on January 24 
at Llangollen Fechan Care 
Home, having been looking 
forward to what would have 
been her birthday on March 
1. Mrs Garside grew up in 
Knockin, near Oswestry, 
and was the oldest of seven 
brothers and sisters. 

At the age of 10, she won 
a scholarship to Oswestry 
Grammar School 

A young Mary dreamed 
of being a teacher and, once 
qualified, she first went to 
work in one of the most de¬ 
prived areas of the city of 
Liverpool. 

She had two children, 
five grandchildren and 12 
great-grandchildren. 

Granddaughter Vicky 
Cook said: “She’d done a lot 
in her life. She used to enjoy 
playing bridge and only gave 
that up when she was 100. 

“She did a lot of travelling 
to different countries.” 


Griffiths was disqualified 
from driving for 24 months 
and given a 12-month com¬ 
munity order. She was also 
ordered to pay £50 compen¬ 
sation to PC Louise Cook, 
£85 costs and a £60 victim 
surcharge. 

Helen Tench, prosecut¬ 
ing, said the incidents had 
taken place at temporary 
traffic lights on the A490 be¬ 
tween Forden and Chirbury, 
on September 3. 

She said Griffiths crashed 
into another car. Mrs Tench 
said that following the acci¬ 
dent Griffiths was described 
as “totally unstable”. 

Mrs Tench told the court 
that Griffiths had kicked 
and sworn at officers and 
had hit herself in the head. 

Mrs Tench said she was 
taken to hospital where she 
continued to be abusive to 
police officers and the hospi¬ 
tal security guard. 

In police interview Grif¬ 
fiths told officers she had 
seen a badger which had 
caused her to swerve and hit 
the vehicle. 

She admitted drinking a 
pint of Stella Artois, a cock¬ 
tail, and a shot of Sambuca 
at lunch. 

Mrs Tench said Griffiths 
had denied eating grass 
and denied kicking out at 
officers. 

Bethan Jones, mitigating, 
said Griffiths is an intelli¬ 
gent woman who wanted to 
apologise for her actions. 

She said: “She accepts she 
drank to excess on this par¬ 
ticular day.” 


MP is told of dairy farmers’ worries

FORMER Liberal Democrat chairman 
Tim Farron discussed the future of 
dairy farming with a group of 30 farm¬ 
ers from the Welshpool area when he 
visited the area. 

Mr Farron met the farmers on Mon¬ 
day evening at the Cock Inn, Forden, 
to discuss their concerns over falling 
milk prices and the viability of their 
businesses. 

He said he had heard stories from 
the farmers about their own busi¬ 
nesses, and had also heard about 
Leighton farmer Fraser Jones’s plans 
for a megadairy which were passed by 
a planning inspector last year. 


“I understand why people look at 
that, at megafarms, as an option but 
I think it would be a terrible shame if 
all farms ended up all in the hands of 
megafarms,” he said. 

“I think it would be a shame if that 
became the norm. The bigger farms 
will have more efficiency and it’s possi¬ 
ble other practices could be trialled or 
learned there and passed on to family 
farms.” 

Mr Farron said he believed the 
Groceries Code Adjudicator, which 
oversees the relationship between su¬ 
permarkets and their suppliers, would 
begin to make a difference after it was 


given powers to fine supermarkets 
which are treating their suppliers un¬ 
fairly. 

During his visit Mr Farron spent 
time with Liberal Democrat par¬ 
liamentary candidates Jane Dodds 
for Montgomeryshire and Charlotte 
Barnes for Ludlow discussing issues 
in their constituencies and going out 
with them to meet residents ahead of 
the general election. 

Mr Farron, who is tipped to be the 
next leader of the Liberal Democrats 
if the party fails to show well at the 
election, added: “This is going to be a 
very complex election.”

The 3,000-year-old Iron Age monument will be the scene of a symbolic hug 
on Saturday as part of a campaign to protect the surrounding area from devel¬ 
opment. 

And now what started as a single event has gone national, with a social media campaign 
#hugyourheritage calling for the nation to join in the spirit of the event bv tweeting selfies 
- with the I love heritage logo.

Fund cuts 
go before 
councillors 

MORE than £16 million of cuts including 
secondary school closures, moving to three 
week bin collections and ceasing funding 
of theatres have been signed off by council 
chiefs. 

Powys County Council’s cabinet voted 
unanimously to agree its 2015/16 budget 
plans last month, which also include a four 
per cent rise in council tax. 

The proposals were agreed by the full 
council at a meeting in County Hall, Llan¬ 
drindod Wells yesterday. (Wednesday) 

The move brings a council tax increase 
and will see the bill for an average band 
D homeowner increase by £40.22, to 
£1,045.62 per year. 

The budget features a raft of service cuts 
as the council seeks to save more than £16 
million. 

They include saving £450,000 by handing 
management of leisure centres to a differ¬ 
ent company, £350,000 by reducing open¬ 
ing hours at libraries, £283,000 by ceasing 
funding for theatres, and £300,000 by ceas¬ 
ing to fund seven day centres. 

It is also agreed that the council cuts 
£300,000 from the waste service budget and 
considers a move to three weekly collec¬ 
tions for wheelie bins and refuse sacks (not 
recycling), and that car parking charges are 
increased. 

The schools service is facing £1.8 million 
of cuts, including a review of school meals, 
a reduction in the number of pupils attend¬ 
ing schools, and removing the library ser¬ 
vice from schools’ delegated budget.

AN APPEAL to pass controversial plans to drill for gas at a site be¬ 
tween St Martins and Ellesmere will not be held in public, it has been 
revealed. 

The Government’s Planning Inspectorate has said the application to drill a 
single coal-bed methane exploratory borehole in Dudleston will be handled by 
written representations instead of a public inquiry. 

A spokesman for the Planning Inspectorate said the appeal has been validated and 


said the start date was on Friday last week. 

Station set 
for revamp, 
bosses say 

HEALTH bosses have announced plans to 
refurbish Welshpool Ambulance Station, 
with one of the bays replaced by a training 
room. 

The ambulance station, in Severn Road, 
will also have extra office space built in 
should the plans be given the go-ahead. 

In a statement, the Welsh Ambulance 
Service Trust, said: “This is for full plan¬ 
ning for the refurbishment of the existing 
ambulance station to provide a further 
training room and storage for the para¬ 
medic staff. 

“The design seeks to remove one of the 
existing ambulance bays and infill with a 
facing brickwork wall to match existing 
materials. 

“An inner room will be created to provide 
a training room on the ground floor and 
locker storage to the first floor. 

“The property will not be extended in 
anyway and will remain on the same foot¬ 
print.” 

It added: “The proposed refurbishment 
works will not increase the size of the ex¬ 
isting ambulance station. 

“The works are primarily internal refur¬ 
bishment works to provide the ambulance 
station with much needed training storage 
space for the staff.” 

The ambulance station is located to the 
rear of the town’s fire station, with an ac¬ 
cess route to the side of the fire station. 

The plans have been submitted to Powys 
County Council, which will decide on the 
issue in the coming weeks. 


[e said target dates for various stages of the 
process are listed on the case page, but no 
decision date has yet been set. 

Applicant Dart Energy is now due to hear 
directly from Government planning inspec¬ 
tors whether its plans have been approved 
after it took the scheme to appeal. 

The company lodged an appeal with the 
Planning Inspectorate last month on the 
grounds of non-determination by Shrop¬ 
shire Council. 

The authority’s north planning commit¬ 
tee had previously indicated it was minded 
to refuse the plans at its meeting in Octo¬ 
ber, leading to the council to ask Dart En¬ 
ergy to provide more information about the 
scheme. 

But Dart Energy has maintained its be¬ 
lief that it has provided enough information 
for a final decision to be made. 

Chris Hesketh, member of campaign 
group Frack Free Dudleston which is op¬ 
posed to the scheme, said he believes they 
can still win and hopes the written process 
will lead to quicker result. 

He said: “The process will be the written 
one which typically leads to quicker results. 

“Frack Free Dudleston will be working 
with the council to ensure that the best pos¬ 
sible submission is made. 

“The council will have to move quickly 
because the appeal deadlines are tight. 

“Scotland has declared a moratorium on 
unconventional gas and now Wales is look¬ 
ing to do the same. 

“There are very strong and legitimate 
reasons for people being concerned. 

“The Government has published its lat¬ 
est public attitudes analysis. 

“When asked what forms of energy gen¬ 
eration people would be happy to see within 
two miles of their home, most people would 
be happy with solar or wind.” 

Dart Energy has insisted any work car¬ 
ried out would be on a small scale and 
would be carried out safely. 

Members of Shropshire Council’s north 
planning committee will confirm on Tues¬ 
day what their decision on the application 
would have been had the application still 
been before the council for determination.

Ambulance 
responses 
plea made 

AN immediate investigation must be car¬ 
ried out into ambulance response times 
in Mid Wales after figures showed perfor¬ 
mance in the region hit a record low, an AM 
has claimed. 

Almost half of the most urgent 999 am¬ 
bulance calls in Powys did not receive help 
within eight minutes in December. 

The target for responding to Category A 
calls - immediately life-threatening emer¬ 
gencies - is 65 per cent, but figures released 
by the Welsh Government showed in De¬ 
cember it was just 51.6 per cent in Powys. 

Now Montgomeryshire AM Russell 
George has called for something to be done. 

He said: “It’s nothing new that the Welsh 
Ambulance Service repeatedly fails to meet 
its performance targets for life threatening 
emergency calls. However, the fact that 
performance in Powys has fallen to its 
lowest level since current records began, is 
very worrying indeed. 

“Paramedics and supporting ambulance 
staff work tirelessly to deliver the highest 
standards of care but systemic failures are 
clearly letting them and patients down.” 

A spokesman for the Wales Ambulance 
service said in the past 20 years the number 
of calls it received have tripled. “The ma¬ 
jority of these cases are not life-threaten¬ 
ing and do not require an immediate ‘blue 
lights’ response, and in some cases and am¬ 
bulance response is not necessary,” he said. 
Across Wales 42.6 per cent of urgent calls 
were attended within eight minutes.

The town council backed a motion put 
forward by Councillor Duncan Kerr to work 
to maintain services at the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital, which is about half an hour 
away. 

A shortlist of six options have been drawn 
up for the future of health care in Shrop¬ 
shire, including setting a single emergency 
centre up for the region either at the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital, Telford’s Princess 
Royal or a new site. All existing minor in¬ 
juries units at hospitals around the county 
will be considered as urgent care centres 
and diagnostic and treatment centres will 
also be set up. 

Councillor Milner, speaking at a council 
meeting on Wednesday last week, said: “As 
I’m here to represent the best interest of 
the residents of Oswestry the last thing I’d 
like to see would be essential health care 
services such as emergency centres and 
A&Es move further and further away from 
Oswestry. Oswestry after all is the second 
largest town in Shropshire so we should 
have easy access to these essential services. 

“If these important services were to move 
to Telford than I can see more and more 
people going to Wrexham Maelor’s A&E as 
it’s much quicker to get to in an emergency. 

“Let’s hope that when the final decisions 
are made we have a first class emergency 
centre and diagnostic and treatment centre 
in easy reach of our town.” 

Councillor Kerr said: “Given that the Fu¬ 
ture Fit programme has reached a critical 
stage in determining policy and strategy for 
the future of NHS services in Shropshire, 
we strongly believe that the retention and 
development of full A&E services and facil¬ 
ities at the RSH is essential. 

“The council commits itself to pursuing 
this objective in every way possible and 
generally ensuring that there is no reduc¬ 
tion in the overall levels of service and 
quality at RSH which are freely available 
for residents of Oswestry and neighbouring 
areas.” 


OSWESTRY’S OsFest music festival which 
has brought the likes of Razorlight, JLS 
and Example to the area, will not go ahead 
this year. 

The organisers of OsFest, which is staged 
at Park Hall Showground, say the festival 
will not take place this summer and future 
events may also be in doubt. 

In a statement, the organising commit¬ 
tee said: “OsFest would like to thank every¬ 
body that has come and supported the event 
over the last five years. 

“Unfortunately though, due to many fac¬ 
tors in 2014 - being let down by key artists, 
hurricanes and a lack of audience support, 
among others - we are sad to say that Os¬ 
Fest is not going to be viable for 2015 and 
we will therefore be taking a break for the 


foreseeable future. To our loyal support¬ 
ers, a very big thank you and we are really 
sorry if you are disappointed that we won’t 
be back this year. Never say never, watch 
this space.” 

OsFest was launched in 2010 with 5,000 
people attending. 

Last year’s event was plagued with prob¬ 
lems after a last-minute change of dates, 
moving to August just two weeks before it 
was due to take place over the spring bank 
holiday weekend. 

Organisers then had to deal with the 
disappointment of acts including Paloma 
Faith pulling out of the two-day event at 
the 11th hour. And the showground was 
then battered by high winds from ex-hur- 
ricane Bertha.

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


You know there’s an election 
coming when a Government 
minister raises fresh hopes for 
a bypass for Pant and Llany- 
mynech. Villagers have been 
campaigning for decades for the 
new road and their hopes were 
dashed a couple of years back 
when the Welsh Government 
did their bit by bypassing Four 
Crosses only for the scheme 
to be shelved as it crossed the 
English border. 

Now John Hayes, minister of 
state for transport, has given 
assurances that a fresh look will 
be taken at the badly needed 
scheme. But he would, wouldn’t 
he? What an easy thing to say in 
a bid to capture border votes for 
the May election. 

The project is the subject of 
the UK’s longest running bypass 
campaign and I’m sure cam¬ 
paigners will be wise enough not 
to start dancing on the streets 
after Mr Hayes announced he 
and Edwina Hart, his counterpart 
in the Welsh Assembly, will ask 
a Cross Border Road Forum to 
look at the issue again. 

The forum is a new initiative to 
help unlock the current impasse 
on local road schemes which 
cross the Wales-England border. 

For motorists trying to get 
from North to South Wales the 
villages have become nightmare 
spots for delays. Vital speed re¬ 
strictions are adding to journey 
times and frustrating drivers on 
a stretch of road which seems to 
be forever under repair. I’m keep¬ 
ing my fingers crossed but I fear 
my driving days could be well 
gone before this road scheme is 
complete. 

There’s more chance of us 
seeing improvements to the 
stretch of road between Oswest¬ 
ry and Wrexham though. 

Mr Hayes has promised to 
commission a study of the road 
within the next six months. Fresh 
investigations will be held to find 
ways to improve this death-trap 
road. Accident statistics show 
that from 1997 to 2008 there 
were eight deaths on the A5 from 
Dovaston to Chirk - a distance of 
about 13-and-a-half miles. There 
were also 190 serious accidents 
and 197 slight accidents record¬ 
ed. 

Quite frankly the Oswestry-Wr¬ 
exham road is a racetrack where 
you take your life into your own 
hands every time you drive. The 
Oswestry by-pass should have 
been a dual carriageway, elimi¬ 
nating the idiotic craze of playing 
‘dare’ with the driver coming the 
opposite way down the middle 
of the two-lane road. And there 
should be no passing allowed on 
the Chirk bypass stretch, double 
white lines would sort most of 
the problems overnight. 

But while we look for answers 
shouldn’t we also take a look 
back at who created these man¬ 
made problems. Who designed 
this stretch? Could they not see 
the dangers they were creating?

A COUNTRY Mile, The Whole 
Nine Yards. From the Roll¬ 
ing Stones’ Moonlight Mile to 
Stephen Hawking’s The Green 
Mile, the British imperial meas¬ 
urements for distance are firm¬ 
ly embedded in the culture of 
the English-speaking world. 

And despite repeated attempts to 
impose metric measurements on the 
UK, this country has been stubborn¬ 
ly resolute in its adherence to miles 
and yards. 

That could all be about to change with 
a controversial EU ruling that Britain’s 
railways must now convert to the met¬ 
ric system, measuring distances in kilo¬ 
metres rather than miles, metres rather 
than yards, and speeds in km/h. 

The directive follows the introduction 
of a new EU-wide computerised signal¬ 
ling system, which will ultimately re¬ 
place conventional trackside signals and 
speed limit signs with actively managed 
messages being beamed onto a computer 
screen in the cab. 

System 

The new system has been piloted since 
March 2011 on the Cambrian line, from 
Sutton Bridge Junction in Shrewsbury to 
Aberystwyth and Pwllheli, and Network 
Rail has now decided to press ahead with 
the scheme across the country, having 
declared the trial a success. 

The £95m project had its fair share of 
early problems. 

There have been reports of trains run¬ 
ning through stop signals. Drivers have

struggled to see the screens in bright 
sunlight, and found them too bright at 
night. Moreover, there was confusion 
over messages about speeds, resulting 
in a spate of signals being passed at red. 
Network Rail says it is now satisfied 
that the teething troubles have been 
resolved. 

But the process of switching from 
miles, chains and yards to kilometres 
and metres has sparked concerns 
among train drivers about risks to 
safety, as well as the prospect of delays 
and cancellations during the transition 
period — expected to be up to 20 years. 

Mick Whelan, general secretary of 
the train driver’s union Aslef, branded 
the scheme on the Shrewsbury-Wales 
line “a total mess”. 

He is particularly concerned about 
journeys where drivers will be required 
to switch between metric and imperial 


measurements, saying there was scope 
for confusion. 

“It’s a waste of money which would 
be much better spent on keeping fare 
increases down, and an unaccept¬ 
able safety risk to expect train driv¬ 
ers to cope with signalling data which 
switches between mph and kph depend¬ 
ing on which bit of track they are on,” 
he says. 

“Due to the way train drivers are 
trained all drivers may have to be re¬ 
trained totally and the industry is yet 
to prepare for this and the impact on 
all services.” 

Arriva Trains Wales, which runs the 
Cambrian line service, confirmed that 
there were a small number of incidents 
during the early months of the pilot in 
2011, but disputed the suggestion that 
the change from metric to imperial 
measures were responsible. 


Arriva’s Claire Lillie says: “When the 
pilot scheme for the ERTMS system was 
being introduced, a small number of in¬ 
cidents were recorded, but these were 
not related to the change from imperial 
to metric and posed no risk to the public 
due to the safety features built in to the 
ERTMS system. 

“ERTMS replaces line side signals, 
instead a computer in the driver’s cab 
controls the speed and movement of the 
train, whilst taking account of other 
trains on the railway. 

“This means a driver won’t see a red 
signal but will be given a Movement 
Authority. If a driver proceeds beyond 
a Movement Authority the train is 
stopped safely within a supervised loca¬ 
tion, which poses no risk to passengers.” 

Incidents 

She added there had been no incidents 
since 2012. As one would perhaps ex¬ 
pect, the switch to metric has provoked 
a response from the UK Independence 
Party. Shropshire Euro MP Jill Seymour 
says the move is “totally unnecessary, 
would cost a fortune, and could even 
lead to accidents.” 

Mrs Seymour fears it will add to the 
financial pressures on the rail operators, 
which have already increased prices 
above inflation. “There are more than 
10,000 miles of rail track in Britain, and 
drivers are accustomed to calculating 
speeds in the imperial system,” she says. 

“No wonder train drivers’ union Aslef 
has described the plans as an ‘unaccept¬ 
able safety risk’ which could cause cata¬ 
strophic confusion.” 

The directive to replace trackside mile 
markers with kilometre signs, and re¬ 
write training manuals to remove impe¬ 
rial measures, comes from the European 
Railway Agency based in France. 

The consortium behind ERTMS says 
it will make railways safer, providing a 
comprehensive automatic train protec¬ 
tion function, which is not available at 
the moment, and also have the potential 
to shorten journey times.

We had a 
very positive discussion and the 
Minister confirmed that there is 
to be a High Level Study of the 
A5 corridor which will report in 
six months’ time. 

This could lead on to further 
analysis and work. I have been 
campaigning for the A5/A483 
between Shrewsbury and Rua- 
bon to be made into a dual car¬ 
riageway since I was elected in 
1997 and made it the subject of 
my first adjournment debate. 

The stretch of the A5 running 
north from Shrewsbury, through 
North Shropshire, linking up to 
the A483 into North Wales is the 
last stretch of TEN status road 
running between Felixstowe and 
Holyhead which has not been 
dualled. It is totally inadequate 
for the volume of traffic travelling 
from Ireland and the industrial 
areas of North East Wales. It is 
a cause of frequent congestion, 
disruption and danger. 

The Minister confirmed that, 
in discussions with Edwina Hart, 
his counterpart in the Welsh 
Assembly Government, there 
would be a Cross Border Road 
Forum which would look at this 
issue as well as the vexed prob¬ 
lem of the Pant/Llanymynech 
bypass, the UK’s longest running 
bypass campaign. The problem 
with the bypass proposal is that 
90 per cent of the road is in Eng¬ 
land with the misery caused by 
heavy traffic borne by constitu¬ 
ents in North Shropshire but the 
economic benefit is almost en¬ 
tirely Welsh as it lies on the A483, 
the main trunk route between 
Wrexham and Swansea. 

I was extremely pleased that 
John Hayes was able to confirm 
that a High Level Study of the 
A5 corridor would take place. 
This could be the breakthrough 
that we need to see this issue re¬ 
solved once and for all. Tragical¬ 
ly, deaths and injuries affect my 
constituents disproportionately 
and it is imperative that this road 
is brought up to modern stand¬ 
ards. 

The Cross Border Road Forum 
is a new and imaginative initi¬ 
ative to help unlock the current 
impasse on local road schemes 
which cross into Wales.

WHAT IS THE BEST WAY TO GET FINANCIAL PROTECTION IN A SECOND MARRIAGE? 

Q: My boyfriend proposed at Christmas. I have accepted, moved in with him and put my house on the market. I have been 
married before and received a substantial divorce settlement. I have two teenage children from my first marriage who live with 
me. My fianc has his own business and a grown-up daughter with a child of her own. 

Although I love my fianc dearly, in the cold light of day I have started worrying about what could happen in respect of our finances if 
he died or it all goes wrong. He says once we are married I would automatically inherit everything if he died and vice versa, and if I 
died first he would take care of my children. I fear that legally there is more to it than that though. What should I do? 

A: There can be serious financial complications with second marriages, not least because when people enter into a second 
marriage they have often acquired greater assets than they had the first time round. If there is a business involved, or there are 
children from a previous relationship, the circumstances become even more complex. 

Even if you already have a Will that takes care of your children, it will become null and void when you get married and your new 
husband will automatically acquire rights to a proportion of your estate, which may not be what you want. 

Before you get married it would be wise to get some sound legal advice. It may be advisable to get a pre-nuptial agreement 
drafted that lays out clearly what each of you has brought to the relationship financially. Once you are married you will need to 
make another Will in order to ensure your exact wishes are fully reflected.

Credit change at 
town job centre 

OSWESTRY Jobcentre 
is one of 150 job centres 
around the country that 
will start taking Universal 
Credit claims for the first 
time from this month. 

Universal Credit has 
being introduced to merge 
six benefits into one. 

The government says 
this will simplify the sys¬ 
tem so that people will al¬ 
ways be better off in work. 

Claims will initially be 
open to single jobseekers. 
Claimants will get one 
monthly payment rather 
than fortnightly ones, mir¬ 
roring the way most people 
are paid in work. 

The Jobcentre will be 
able to access real-time 
HMRC earnings data to 
make sure claimants get 
exactly the right level of 
support, including topping 
up claimants earnings 
when they are on a low in¬ 
come. 

Universal Credit is al¬ 
ready available in almost 
100 Jobcentre areas.

Farmers warned against 
taking out a pay day loan 


DAIRY farmers have been warned not to be 
tempted by pay day loan companies cashing 
in on their cash flow worries. 

NFU leader Stephen James, a milk producer 
himself, said he knew of farmers that had been 
approached by companies since news of First Milk 
postponing milk cheques for a fortnight had been 


revealed. 

The company had to sus¬ 
pend its payments for milk 
to its farmers last month 
after it lost a contract with 
Mullers and faced a drop in 
the price for its milk. 

Mr James, the president 
of NFU Cymru, said: “Pay 
Day loan companies have 
been offering to agree terms 
with farmers. It seems very 
tempting but the problems 
arise when those farmers 
can not keep up the pay¬ 
ments and the interest 
means the debts then esca¬ 
late.” 

He was in the region to 
speak to farmers about the 
crisis of milk prices cur¬ 
rently hitting the mem¬ 
bers of Montgomery NFU 
Cymru. The meeting, at the 
Meifod farm of Montgomery 
branch chairman Jonathan 
Wilkinson, attracted both 
dairy and livestock farmers 
keen to here from Mr James 
about the current problems 
facing the industry. 

The NFU president urged 
farmers who had finan¬ 
cial worries to talk to their 
banks. “We as farmers de-

pend on our milk cheque. 
This is a high costs industry 
and if we have bills to pay 
and our income has been 
suspended for a week then 
it is easy to find ourselves in 
a pickle. 

“I have a contract with 
First Milk and I must admit, 
with all my direct debits 
going out in the days after 
the milk cheque comes in, it 
has not been easy. 

“The banks have always 
been and still are the safest 
place to go for help and ad¬ 
vice,” he said. 

“Don’t be tempted by 
these pay day loan compa¬ 
nies. I know of one farmer 
from Meirionnydd who lost 
his farm because he took out 
a loan. 

“His debt of £650,000 
grew to £1.5 milli on and he 
had to sell his farm.” 

Mr James also talked to 
farmers about the issue 
of TB and European CAP 
payments and there was 
condemnation of the with¬ 
drawal of funding from the 
Wales Young Farmers’ Club.

Millions 
lost on 
gambling 
machines 

MORE than £7 million has 
been lost on betting ma¬ 
chines in Shropshire and 
Mid Wales since 2013, new 
figures have revealed. 

Punters have lost £6 mil¬ 
lion across Shropshire and 
Telford & Wrekin, while 
a further £1.1 million has 
been lost in Powys. 

There are 24 shops across 
Shropshire which have a li¬ 
cence to operate the Fixed 
Odds Betting Terminals 
(FOBTs), with 89 machines 
in total, while in Powys, 
there are 30 machines inside 
the eight licensed shops. 

The figures come from the 
Campaign for Fairer Gam¬ 
bling, which is calling on 
the government to change 
the regulations around the 
machines, which experts 
say can lead to problem 
gambling. 

FOBTs currently allow 
£100 to be staked per every 
20 second play. 

A spokesperson from the 
Campaign for Fairer Gam¬ 
bling said: “Given the im¬ 
pending general election, 
politicians of all parties 
should be aware that voters 
want them to act to curb the 
harm these machines cause. 

“Betting shops are caus¬ 
ing huge problems in com¬ 
munities across the country 
as people are losing thou¬ 
sands of pounds at a time 
whilst the shops act as mag¬ 
nets for crime and anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour. 

“The easiest way to tackle 
the problem is to cut the 
stake to £2.”

Supermarkets plan sparks 
concern from trade group 


BUILDING three new supermarkets in one town would have a huge 
impact on trade and traffic congestion, business chiefs have warned. 

Members of Oswestry Chamber of Commerce believe the plans for a Morri¬ 
sons, Aldi and Lidl could affect town centre traders. 

Morrisons has already been given consent to build a supermarket as part of the town’s 
multi-million pound Smithfield livestock market redevelopment on Shrewsbury Road 
which will also see the building of a multi-screen cinema and restaurants. 

Discount chains Aldi and Lidl have in recent months lodged bids for stores in the town. 

' Aldi hopes to open a store on land between 
the Smithfield site and the town’s Fair- 
holme care home, while Lidl is planning to 
open a store on the site of the current JT 
Hughes car showroom on Victoria Road. 

Some chamber members said they had 
reservations about the effect the supermar¬ 
kets would have on the vibrancy of the town 
centre. 

Martin Anderson said: “I have got huge 
concerns about the impact on the town cen¬ 
tre and the traffic situation.” 

Chamber chairman Heather Noble said 
she was concerned about how the Lidl store, 
should it go ahead, would affect traffic. 

She said: “I know there is concerns. It is 
already a bad part of the town in terms of 
traffic.” 

The chamber was told that despite some 
of the major supermarket chains revising 
their programme of new store openings be¬ 
cause of economic pressures, the Morrisons 
store at the Smithfield site does look like it 
is still going ahead. 

Karen Townend, Shropshire Council’s 
principal planning officer, said developers 
were making progress on the Morrisons 
store. 

She said: She said: “They have done quite 
a lot of livestock development. The last I 
heard was that Morrisons were committed 
to coming. At the moment they are spending 
money on that site already. As far as I am 
concerned Morrisons are coming, they are 
building and they will build the cinema.”

The item dates back to 1680 and has been 
in storage for a number of years after it was 
repaired. 

The Rev Brown told the council it is “a 
very important piece of Montgomeryshire 
history”. 

He said: “It is in very good condition, un¬ 
fortunately it cannot be retained where it is 
currently stored much longer. We have tried 
desperately to find an alternative home, the 
county council, the Bell Museum in Mont¬ 
gomery. We do not want it to go into private 
hands and in a sense you are our last resort. 

“Otherwise we regret we will have no op¬ 
tion but to ask the Charity Commission if 
we can sell it and that would probably mean 
it would go to the United States. The value 
is not much, £5,000 to £10,000, but the sen¬ 
timental value is much more than that. 

“Please help to ensure part of the history 
of Montgomeryshire and Welshpool remains 
in the area.” 

However, Councillor Phil Pritchard said 
it made no sense for Welshpool to take own¬ 
ership of an item which historically belongs 
in Forden. Councillors voted to reject the 
offer of taking the coat of arms by nine to 
five with one abstention.

Hospitals 
consider 
fines for 
smoking 

HOSPITALS in Wales are 
considering on-the-spot 
fines for people caught 
smoking on site and near 
entrance ways. 

The plans could see hospi¬ 
tals in Welshpool, Newtown 
and Llanidloes hand out the 
fines. 

Pressure group Ash Wales 
called the smoking situation 
“unacceptable” and has 
urged the Welsh Assembly 
to enable stricter enforce¬ 
ment. 

The assembly said it has 
carried out a consultation 
and is now considering how 
to take it forward, which 
could include on-the-spot 
fines. Hospitals in South 
Wales brought in a ban in 
October 2013, but there has 
been complaints with how it 
is policed. 

In the last three months 
alone, a smoking enforce¬ 
ment officer at the Univer¬ 
sity Hospital of Wales in 
Cardiff has spoken to more 
than 1,000 smokers - includ¬ 
ing 174 members of staff. 

Pro-smoking groups have 
hit back at the proposals, 
calling them “draconian”. 

Simon Clark, director of 
the industry-funded smok¬ 
ing group Forest, said add¬ 
ing a “fear factor” is not 
appropriate. 

He described the threat of 
fines as “abominable” and 
“draconian”.

Support 
to victims 
set to be 
improved 

VICTIMS of crime across 
Shropshire will have access 
to specialist support under 
the terms of a new contract 
signed by West Mercia Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commission¬ 
er Bill Longmore. 

Mr Longmore has agreed 
a three-year deal with Vic¬ 
tim Support to provide the 
service, which will allow 
32,000 people a year to ac¬ 
cess support - 10,000 more 
than can currently use the 
service. The Ministry of 
Justice has allocated £1.3 
million a year for the new 
services to be provided in 
West Mercia and has trans¬ 
ferred responsibility for vic¬ 
tim services to Police and 
Crime Commissioners, who 
take over from April. 

It will cost just over 
£800,000, with the remain¬ 
ing money going towards 
helping victims of domestic 
violence and other vulner¬ 
able victims. Mr Longmore 
said he is committed to en¬ 
suring victims can access 
help, guidance and informa¬ 
tion, regardless of whether 
they report the crime. 

He said: “I am very happy 
with this new deal and what 
it will offer. It represents 
better value for money for 
the public, better services 
for victims of crime, and 
access to support for many 
more people. I’m very happy 
to be working with Victim 
Support, which has a long 
and successful track record 
in this area, and I’m sure 
that will extend to this con¬ 
tract as well.” 


Civic society is opposed to 
controversial pub change 


OSWESTRY and District Civic Society has joined the fight to save a 
Grade II listed former village pub from developers. 

The society has objected “in the strongest possible terms” to the way in which 
plans for turning the Cross Keys pub in Kinnerley into houses have been drawn 


up. 

David Ward, spokesman for Oswestry and District Civic Society, said: “In the society’s 
view the application is premature, and should be withdrawn until a complete proposal can 
be made, clearly demonstrating sympathetic treatment of the heritage asset. The society 

' supports the efforts of the local community 
to retain their public house.” 

The planning application stated that the 
village of Kinnerley was not large enough 
to support the pub, but Mr Ward said the 
society members disagree. 

“We are unconvinced that a community 
the size of Kinnerley cannot support a sin¬ 
gle public house when others in the locality 
appear to thrive - for example, the Bradford 
Arms, The Navigation, The Royal Hills; and 
where others have been prepared to make 
significant investment, for example at The 
Original Ball. All have far less surrounding 
population,” he said. 

“In recent memory the Cross Keys was 
‘the place to eat’, until a change of manage¬ 
ment. It attracted full dining rooms, and the 
local Men’s Breakfast had it on its list. 

“Whilst the present owner’s efforts to at¬ 
tract custom to the pub are recorded, from 
observation the building and its environs 
remained in a run down and unattractive 
state throughout this period, and no rep¬ 
utation for good food were forthcoming.” 
The Cross Keys was forced to close in No¬ 
vember after a fire caused smoke damage. 
The owner, a developer from the Midlands, 
has applied to build on the pub’s garden and 
wants to divide the pub into two homes. 

The planning application says the owner 
acquired the Cross Keys from Admiral 
Taverns as a non-viable public house. Last 
month villagers crowded into the village hall 
for a public meeting to discuss the plans. 


Book tells of

A NEW book chronicling the corruption 
and brutality of Mugabe’s thugs in Zim¬ 
babwe has been written by Oswestry-born 
journalist and author Barrie Williams. 

“Marshmallow Fishes” is a biography of a 
former international swimming champion, 
Kathleen O’Dea, who was captured, held 
hostage, and abused by a murderous mob of 
“war veterans” during land-grabbing raids 
on white farmers in Zimbabwe. 

She and pregnant Heather, wife of Roy 
Bennett, a prominent Mugabe opponent, 
were forced to watch the horrific beating of 
Bennett’s loyal black farm workers. 

They eventually escaped, but Heather 
lost her baby. Kathleen eventually fled to 
England to campaign against the Mugabe 
regime, and now lives in Australia. 

“Marshmallow Fishes is already achiev¬ 
ing a cult following among expat Zimba¬ 
bweans all over the world, thousands of 
whom maintain a remarkable international 
fellowship through the internet,” said Mr 
Williams. 

Mr Williams went to Oswestry Boys High 
School. 

He now lives in Cornwall.

Welshpool Mayor Coun¬ 
cillor Malcolm Douglass 
was one of those on the 
boat, which is run by the 
Heulwen Trust which pro¬ 
vides trips for elderly people 
and those with disabilities. 

The mayor is helping to 
coordinate a series of initia¬ 
tives taking place to restore 
the waterway, from a Her¬ 
itage Lottery Fund project 
which could see the restora¬

Thief caught by 
DNA sample he 
left on a bottle 

A THIEF responsible for burglaries in Shropshire and 
Mid Wales was caught after he took a swig from a bottle of 
whisky at a pub he was raiding. 

Police got a DNA hit from the saliva that Jonathan 
Highton left on the bottle at The Eagle and Spur public 
house in Kidderminster. 

Highton, 36, admitted burglary at the pub in September 
of last year together with a house burglary at Gilfach Foel, 
Welshpool, and at the home of a retired couple at Shrews¬ 
bury. 

He was jailed for two and a half years when he appeared 
at Mold Crown Court. 

His barrister John Hedgecoe told the court: “He was 
leading a pretty shambolic life-style and drinking too much. 

“He took a drink during the burglary and in the state he 
was in, left the bottle on the bar with his DNA appropri¬ 
ately attached.” 

Judge Rhys Rowlands said property had been stolen and 
the landlady was asleep upstairs when the burglary took 
place. 

At Gilfach Goch a woman returned to the family home to 
find a window smashed, the property ransacked and keys 
and valuable property stolen. 

In Shrewsbury a retired couple went for a short break 
and while they were away a garden ornament was thrown 
through a window and valuable property stolen from their 
home. 

The judge dismissed as “nonsense” Highton’s claim that 
he had simply been on a day out when the offences were 
committed. 

He and others had targeted properties in the area, he 
said. 


Kitten is rescued 
by RSPCA's staff 


A KITTEN was at the cen¬ 
tre of a major rescue opera¬ 
tion after it became trapped 
in a tiny gap between two 
houses. 

The inquisitive, male 
black cat went exploring 
close to home. 

But his nosiness got the 
better of him and he ended 
up getting himself in a bit of 
a pickle. 

The cat found himself 
trapped in a three-inch gap 
between two houses. 

When the cat’s owners 
found they couldn’t release 
the pet from the hole, they 
called in the RSPCA for 
help. 

Inspectors Phil Lewis and 
Chris Dunbar from RSPCA 
went to the scene in Bridge 
Street, Llanfair Caereinion, 
to free him. 

Inspector Lewis said: 
“The cat got trapped in a 


three-inch gap between two 
houses. 

“I was helped by Chris, 
who was able to clear debris 
away from the gap. 

“The cat was then able 
to squeeze closer to him, 
allowing Chris to grab him 
out from the gap to release 
him.” 

Apart from being a little 
cold, the cat was returned 
to his owner safe and sound. 

“He was an inquisitive cat 
that got himself into a diffi¬ 
cult situation,” Inspector 
Lewis said. 

He revealed that he had 
carried out a similar rescue 
before in the same location. 

“About 20 years ago I was 
called to the same house to 
rescue a dog that had be¬ 
come trapped in the same 
manner,” he said. 

“That dog was was also 
rescued successfully.” 


Young deer is killed at park 
after suspected dogs attack 


A YOUNG deer named Bambi has 
been killed in a suspected attack by 
dogs at a wildlife park. 

The 18-month-old fawn, kept at a country 
park at Churchstoke near Montgomery, was 
killed between Saturday evening, when the 
park closed, and Sunday morning, when it 
re-opened. 

The owners of the wildlife park said the dead 
deer was popular with visitors, particularly 
among children. 

And they said they thought the deer would 
have been attacked by a smaller-type dogs who 
were able to get into the park, either with or with¬ 
out helps from a human.

Roy Delves, who owns the park with his wife 
Ruby, said of the dead deer: “She was every¬ 
body’s favourite. 

“Kids would come down there and rub noses 
with her, she was lovely. 

“We last saw her there at about 5.30pm on 
Saturday then the next time we saw her was 
Sunday morning at 8am and she had been muti¬ 
lated and was dead in her bed.” 

Mr Delves said he suspected dogs had been 
responsible although he said a person may have 
assisted them in getting to Bambi. 

He said: “We are assuming that on Saturday 


night it was a couple of dogs, lurcher types, who 
did it with or without human help. 

“The gate was locked and it is a five bar gate 
so it would have to be something like a lurcher 
because they could get through. 

“No bigger dog could have done it without the 
help of a person. 

“The most likely reason it has happened is is 
someone has lost their dogs and they have gone 
down and managed to get in and they have mu¬ 
tilated her.” 

“There was blood and fur everywhere,” Mr 
Delves said. 

However, Mr Delves said he believed there is a 
possibility that the attack could have been part 
of “training” for a dog.

Having been a runner-up in the National 
Trust competition Special Places in Wales, the 
tree was entered into the Woodland Trust com¬ 
petition to name the Welsh Tree of the Year, 
through a public vote. 

People from near and far voted enthusiasti¬ 
cally and Lonely Tree was declared Welsh Tree 
of the Year 2014, taking a quarter of the total 
votes. 

And this month the tree is in the running for 
the 2015 European Tree of the Year Competi-

tion, with winners of national contests compet¬ 
ing to take the title. 

Last year’s winner, The Old Elm in Sliven, 

Bulgaria, received an extraordinary 77,526 
votes. To celebrate the growing interest in the 
Lonely Tree, Welsh environmentalist Iolo Wil¬ 
liams visited the landmark on Sunday to unveil 
a stone plaque recording the tree’s success. 

As part of the event there was a debut of a 
song performed by Ken and Ruth Powell written 
especially about the tree. 

Peter Lewis, whose family farm on the land 
the Lonely Tree stands on and who is a mem¬ 
ber of the Lonely Tree Committee, said: “The 
Lonely Tree is still alive, still green in places, 
and it is hoped that the trunk might phoenix, 
that a new tree may rise from the fallen one. 

“The aim of the European competition states: 

‘We are not searching for the oldest, the tallest, 
the most beautiful or the rarest of trees. We are 
searching for the most lovable tree, a tree with 
a story that can bring a community together.’ 

“Will there be a tree in the competition as lov¬ 
able and with a story that can bring a commu¬ 
nity together as much as the Lonely Tree? 

“We hope to bring together the community 
of Montgomeryshire, Powys, and the whole of 
Wales, in support of our lovable old tree.” 

Voting will take place until February 28 and

The small creatures that 

n on pachyderm panic 

lacies mi TUE I 1 


AS with most ridiculousTallacies 
in the natural world, it was Dis¬ 
ney who was foremost in exacer¬ 
bating the fabled belief that ele¬ 
phants are afraid of mice. 

This idea may or may not have come 
to Disney via an old Greek myth that 
purported a similar phenomenon. Ele¬ 
phants, the Greeks argued, were ter¬ 
rified of the mice running into their 
trunks. 

You would have thought that the belea¬ 
guered elephant would simply blow or in¬ 
deed, sneeze, out the offending rodent, but 
that seemed not to have occurred to the 
Greek believers. And yet this fanciful tale 
of pachyderm woe is not entirely without 
foundation today. I was once watching a 
herd of elephants in the ancient swamps 
of Queen Moremi, deep in the Okavango 
region of Botswana when, without any 
warning they all became extremely agi¬ 
tated and bolted. I never understood that 
mass exodus and there were seemingly no 
predators in the area nor would they have 
been shocked by my sudden arrival. But if 
there’s one thing that subtly produces an 
immediate panic within the mind of the 
largest mammal on earth, then it is surely 
bees. Bees have been making the news in 
recent years. The UK has seen great losses 
in their populations and the worst natural 
enemy of the honey bee is a harsh winter. 
Thankfully last year’s mild one allowed the 
honey bee colony survival rate in England 
to improve greatly. But back to Africa and 
elephants. African honey bees are notori¬ 
ously more aggressive than our species and

if an elephant ever got a few up its trunk, 
it would be very unpleasant indeed for both 
parties. When trying to work out an ethi¬ 
cal and socially appropriate deterrent in 
order to protect rural farms from damaging 
crop-raiding elephants in East Africa, Dr 
Lucy King of Oxford University, discovered 
elephants’ hatred of bees. 

She set about proving that African ele¬ 
phants will actively avoid the threat of Af¬ 
rican honey bees. Not only do the elephants 
run away from disturbed bee sounds but it 
has also been proven that elephants emit 
a unique low frequency (infrasonic) rumble 
that warns other elephants in the area to 
retreat. These behavioural discoveries were 
ground-breaking, encouraging the develop¬ 
ment and testing of a unique application for 
this behaviour through the use of protective 
beehive fences around farmers’ fields. 

The Beehive Fence concept spread like 
wild fire. Local farmers were happy with no 
elephants on their land, more crops due to 
pollination, honey and bee products. The 
elephants were no longer shot at by angry 
farmers and were naturally pushed away 
from such conflict. Conservation these 
days is often shrouded in stories of doom 
and gloom, but in a world were people, el¬ 
ephants and bees are so precious, in some 
areas at least, all can co-habit peacefully.

Farmers call for 
action over TB at 
meeting at farm 

FARMERS must be allowed to deal with the badger popu¬ 
lation to rid their cattle of TB, a farming leader has said. 

Stephen James, president of NFU Cymru, made the claim 
to farmers at an event hosted by Montgomeryshire branch 
chairman Jonathan Wilkinson in Meifod, near Welshpool. 

Mr James told farmers that two Welsh bodies had been 
contracted to carry out the TB testing on farms and said it 
was good news. 

“They are consortiums of local vets, which means that it 
will be local vets that will be coming onto the farms, rather 
that those from outside the area,” he said. 

Those at the meeting said the TB testing meant their 
cows were often overlooked by buyers if they went to mar¬ 
ket in England or Scotland. 

Mr James said it was imperative that farmers made sure 
they had all their records such as pre-movement testing 
up to date. 

“We need to be allowed to deal with the badger problem 
- legally of course,” he said. 

“Europe is not happy with the TB compensation scheme, 
it wants to see the UK rid of TB. What is stopping us is 
British politics.” 

Farmers across Mid Wales fear they will lose vital agri¬ 
cultural subsidies when the Welsh government changes the 
way its hands out the CAP payments, Mr James was told. 

Members of the Montgomery NFU Cymru branch called 
for the continuation of Single Payment rather than the 
Direct Payment to Farmers scheme that will run from 
2015-2020. 

They told the NFU Cymru president that without the 
payments their businesses would not survive. 

The Welsh government is currently reviewing the pro¬ 
cess for land payment region classification for the CAP 
Basic Payment Scheme. 

Mr James said the NFU Cymru would be lobbying for a 
fair scheme and said that there needed to by ‘thinking out 
of the box’ to find a method that was fair to everyone. 

Llanerfyl farmer, Tom Tudor, said that hill farmers 
needed the subsidies. 

“There should be a single payment for all farmers. It is 
simpler, there are no classification problems and less ad¬ 
ministration.” Other farmers said land classification could 
see a farmer on one side of the valley receive one payment 
and his neighbour receive another.

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Pulling power at right price 


By Tony Adams 

Great value for money is not 
a term heard very often these 
days but after a week with the 
new SsangYong Korando, I think 
it may just be a vehicle to fit the 
bill for many people. 

I drove the Korando ELX4, the top- 
of-the-range model from the South 
Korean company, which was supplied 
by county firm Shukers who have just 
launched a brand new franchised 
dealership for the marque at Vanguard 
Way, in Battlefield, Shrewsbury. 

While possibly not having the quirky 
‘Marmite’ appeal of the ugly Nissan Juke 
(I love it!), the Korando has loads of extras 
as standard, automatic four-wheel-drive, 
a surprising all round capability in most 
conditions, and all for just under £20,000. 
My vehicle was a dark grey in colour but 
having seen red and white versions, I think 
colour choice may improve the overall ap¬ 
pearance. 

With prices starting at £14,999 for the 
147 bhp front wheel drive version, even 
that has a very high specification, the only 
available extras to order being metallic 
paint and a stereo/satnav upgrade and this 
vehicle won the under £16,000 class in the 
prestigious Caravan Club Tow Car Awards 
2014. 

My range-topping ELX4 had the lot, a 
gritty 173bhp 2-litre diesel engine, very 
spacious cabin, sumptuous heated leather 
seats, satnav, cruise control, 17inch alloys, 
privacy glass and an excellent wide-angle 


reversing camera matched to proximity 
sensors, perfect when hitching a trailer or 
caravan without an assistant. 

Safety is covered by stability control, hill- 
start assist, front, side and curtain airbags 
together with standard alarm and immo¬ 
biliser and the choice of a space-saver or 
full-sized spare wheel, either of which will 
fit in the boot. 

The three rear seats actually recline 
slightly for passenger comfort, have a 
60/40 split facility or can be folded com¬ 
pletely flat to provide a huge area of lug¬ 
gage space, with a large rear hatch and 
flat boot floor to create a very practical 
load area. 

Windscreen 

One unusual feature was the push but¬ 
ton screen wash system which gave a sim¬ 
ple jet of water followed one wiper sweep, 
ideal when continually clearing road salt 
smears from the windscreen, or at the twist 
of the control arm, a full spray of water fol¬ 
lowed by three wipes - twice - to ensure a 
properly cleaned screen. 

Out on the road the Korando pulled well 
through its manual 6-speed gearbox but 
tended to suffer from body roll in corners 
taken at even moderate speed and also 
had an excessive vibration and a droning 
noise in the cabin when cruising between 
50 and 60 mph, which felt as though the 
wheels were possibly out of balance. Trav¬ 
elling more slowly or at motorway speeds 
gave a nice smooth ride and the driving 
position and visibility was excellent, even 
though the steering could be described as 
slightly vague. 

During the week I used the vehicle as 
hard as I believe it was intended, carry-

ing several people and plenty of tools and 

equipment on a wide range of roads and 
countryside, getting it completely covered 
in mud in the process, all of which it han¬ 
dled well while returning a good average 
fuel consumption figure of over 40mpg. 

The Korando ELX4 will put torque to the 
rear wheels only when required to provide 
full 4WD and has a towing capability of 
750kg (un-braked) and 2,000kg (braked), 
together with good front and rear bumper 
ramp angles and height clearance to pro¬ 
tect against bodywork damage on rough 


terrain, making it a potentially very practi¬ 

cal general workhorse. 

SsangYong provides an exceptional five 
year warranty with unlimited mileage for 
the Korando, together with several finance 
deals, which I believe will give people who 
are looking for regular family transport or 
a towing vehicle peace of mind. Nestled 
amongst an extremely competitive SUV 
marketplace, in which not much compares 
for the price.

Every SR7 has a higher specification than the 2014

The Rio and Venga SR7 will be based on the respective 
facelifted models now in UK showrooms. 

The Rio SR7 is available as a three- or five-door with an 
84bhp 1.25-litre petrol engine, or as a five-door with a 1.1-li¬ 
tre diesel featuring Kia’s ISG stop/start system. In each case 
the SR7 sits between the normal ‘1 Air’ and ‘2’ grades in the 
line-up. 

The Rio SR7 features automatic headlight control, privacy 
glass on the rear windows and tailgate and UV-reducing so¬ 
lar glass in addition to the highlights from last year’s VR7 of 
air conditioning, reversing sensors, a leather-trimmed steer¬ 
ing wheel and gearshifter, Bluetooth, USB and AUX ports, 
electrically adjustable heated door mirrors and electric win¬ 
dows (all four on five-door versions). It has the same premi¬ 
um black cloth upholstery fitted to the latest ‘2’ and ‘3’ trim 
grades, and bespoke 15-inch alloy wheels. 

Stylish 

The Venga SR7 is available with 89bhp 1.4-litre petrol and 
diesel engines. ISG is fitted to the petrol unit. The SR7 sits 
between ‘1 Air’ and ‘2’ trim grades and has automatic head¬ 
light control and privacy glass on the rear windows and tail¬ 
gate in addition to the VR7 key features of air conditioning, 
reversing sensors, Bluetooth, USB and AUX ports, electri¬ 
cally adjustable heated door mirrors and electric windows. 
The upholstery is the striking new Houndstooth cloth with 
red stitching from the facelifted Venga ‘1’ and ‘1 Air’, with 
the stitching echoed in the leather-trimmed steering wheel 
and gearshifter. 

The stylish 16-inch alloy wheels are the same as those 
fitted to Venga ‘2’, ‘3’ and ‘4’ grades, while the one solid 
paint option (Arctic White) and three metallics (Silver Storm, 
Phantom Black and Infra Red) are those offered with the lat¬ 
est Venga ‘1 ’ and ‘1 Air’. 

The new pro-cee’d ‘SR7’ slots just below the regular ‘S’ 
grade, while the cee’d and cee’d Sportswagon ‘SR7’ fit be¬ 
tween regular tiers ‘T and ‘2’. 

All three body styles are available with a 98bhp 1.4-litre 
petrol engine, while the five-door cee’d also offers an 89bhp 
1.4-litre diesel. 

Every version has LED daytime running lights, cornering 
lights, front foglights, automatic headlight control and priva¬ 
cy glass on the rear windows and tailgate which were not 
available on the 2014 VR7. 

Key features carried over include air conditioning, revers¬ 
ing sensors, a leather-trimmed steering wheel and gearshift¬ 
er, Bluetooth, USB and AUX ports, electrically adjustable 
heated door mirrors and electric windows (all four on five- 
door versions). 

The upholstery is black Abstract, also found on the level 
‘1 ’ cee’d and Sportswagon, while the double-five-spoke 16- 
inch alloy wheels replicate those on the cee’d ‘2’ and ‘3’. 

The Carens SR7 offers buyers the choice of two direct-in¬ 
jection engines - the 1.6-litre GDi petrol unit or the 1.7-litre 
CRDi diesel. 

Both are fitted with ISG to maximise fuel economy and 
minimise C02 emissions. This brings the C02 output of the 
SR7 1.6 GDi down to 120g/km - the lowest in the Carens 
range. 

Standard premium features include LED daytime running 
lights, front foglights, automatic headlight control, 16-inch 
alloy wheels, privacy glass on the rear windows and tailgate, 
premium cloth seats, reversing sensors, dual automatic air 
conditioning and roof rails. 

Meanwhile the new grade ‘4’ version of the Carens, pow¬ 
ered by the 134bhp 1.7-litre CRDi engine paired with either a 
six-speed manual or six-speed automatic transmission, has 
been added at the top of the range to replace the former ‘3 
Sat Nav’ model. 

The manual is fitted with ISG. The extensive specification 
of the ‘3 Sat Nav’ has been supplemented with Parallel Park 
Assist, a 7-inch TFT supervision cluster and black headlin¬ 
ing to create a genuinely luxurious top-of-the-range model. 



















Ford Focus 
estate now 
even better

Hot on the heels of the Focus hatch, Ford has 
released a thoroughly revamped version of 
its practical and versatile estate variant. 

Unlike with some model updates where it’s im¬ 
possible to tell what’s been changed, with Ford’s 
revamped Focus Estate, there’s no mistaking old for 
new here. The first thing that greets you is Ford’s new 
corporate nose - think Aston Martin for the people. 

But there’s more to the Focus than just some added bling, 
as the car now packs some impressive safety and conveni¬ 
ence kit, tweaked ride and handling characteristics plus en¬ 
gines that are more than worthy of Ford’s hype. 

In keeping with the Fiesta and Mondeo, the Focus sports 
a new nose that looks suspiciously similar to something you 
might find on an Aston Martin. Whatever your view, the bold 
new snout is a genuine head-turner and does much to boost 
the car’s premium look and feel. And it’s this angle that Ford 
is most keen to develop, as the firm aspires to move its mod¬ 
els increasingly upmarket. 

As the wagon of the family, you can expect the Focus Es¬ 
tate to swallow pretty much anything you throw at it. The 
car’s low loading lip, easy open tailgate and flat load bay all 
conspire to make life exceptionally easy when shifting large 
or heavy items. 

Ease 

This versatile theme continues inside the cabin, with both 
front and rear occupants offered good levels of space. If you 
don’t fancy a conventional people carrier or SUV, the Focus 
Estate could easily fulfil the bulk of your family-related duties 
with ease. 

It’s not down to luck that the Focus is routinely held up as 
a benchmark when it comes to driver enjoyment, as Ford 
expends a considerable amount of effort in this department. 
The car’s facelift status has resulted in a raft of detailed 
tweaks to enhance the experience for keen drivers and 
boost refinement for everyone else in the cabin. 

From suspension and steering changes to soundproofing 
tweaks, Ford has taken a fine tooth comb to the Focus in a 
bid to bring it closer to premium class cars costing consid¬ 
erably more. 

And then there’s the Blue Oval’s continued development 
of its engine range. 

New for the Focus is a 1.5-litre diesel to complement the 
existing petrol equivalent, while a 1.0-litre petrol unit has 
also been introduced. Load-luggers will no doubt appre¬ 
ciate the diesel’s 120 horsepower, 98g/km C02 rating and 
the prospect of 70-odd mpg. That it’s smooth, refined and 
capable is more than a bonus. 

Whichever variant you choose, Ford has upped the ante 
with more standard kit, improved economy and emissions 
plus an impressive choice of hi-tech extras covering safety 
and convenience. 

Plus, with the car’s cabin ambience having been raised, 
the added premium ‘feel’ is immediately obvious and does 
much to convince occupants they are in a higher class of 
car. 

If the current crop of compact SUVs and people carriers 
leave you cold or you need a conventional load-lugger, the 
Focus Estate is hard to ignore. It can’t match the latter for 
overall cabin versatility, but as compromises go the Focus 
wagon is a competent, affordable and well-equipped alter¬ 
native. It’ll likely drive better than either alternatives - some¬ 
thing the Focus range is famous for and an attribute popular 
with keen drivers. 

This car summed up in a single word: Rewarding

Jeep that takes to city life 


By Ian Donaldson 

Not so long ago a Jeep Chero¬ 
kee looked as though it was built 
from plates of steel bent into a 
car shape like metallic origami, 
and as tough as a tank too. 

But no more; for here is a mid¬ 
size Jeep for the metropolitan buyer, 
where form fights function, and wins. 
This is a car meant to look at least as 
fast as it is tough underneath. 

Faster, actually. Built in the United States 
it may be, but this latest Cherokee shares 
important underpinnings with Alfa Romeos 
and plucks engines (gently modified) from 
current Fiats - thanks to Jeep’s place in 
the worldwide Fiat Chrysler Automobiles 
stable. 

Why, you can even buy a version without 
the four-wheel drive function that’s been 
so much a part of the Jeep go-anywhere 
heritage. That model will save you £2,000 
in the showroom and a bit of diesel every 
time you fill up, but it won’t really feel like a 
Jeep when the going gets tough. 

For that you’ll need something like the 
Limited model tested here. It’s actually in 
two-wheel drive mode most of the time, 
saving fuel when you don’t need power to 
the rear wheels, but switching instantly and 
automatically when you do. 

Even then, you’ll be in a car that favours 
a gentler, more urban life than earlier Cher- 
okees. Today’s car has to take on the likes 
of a Land Rover Freelander or Nissan Qa- 
shqai and not yearn to climb the nearest 
mountain (via a convenient river bed). 

The result is a car that’s undeniably 


handsome outside, with a boldly elegant 
take on the traditional Jeep radiator grille, 
and smart and modern inside to a degree 
that might startle the owner of one of the 
old slab-sided Cherokees. 

Prices start at £24,495 for a front-wheel 
drive Cherokee in Longitude trim, with 
standard kit taking in alloy wheels, climate 
control, electric front windows and the 
same diesel engine found in the dearer 
Limited grade car on test. 

That one ups the goodies count to in¬ 
clude bigger alloys, cruise control, keyless 
entry, satellite navigation on a big central 
colour screen, bright high intensity head¬ 
lights, wireless charging pad for (the right) 
mobile phones, electric adjustment for the 
driver’s seat and a powered (up and down) 
tailgate. 

Automatic 

You can also specify a more powerful, 
168bhp version of the diesel engine and a 
nine-speed (yes!) automatic gearbox, with 
the poshest model topping out at £35,695. 

A modest set of options on the test car 
ran to a full size spare wheel for £225 (es¬ 
sential, I’d say on a car that might venture 
on to rocky tracks), special paint (grey, 
£625 and easy to live without) and a vast 
sunroof (£950) that made dull days feel al¬ 
most spring-like. 

And so to the driving experience. Well, 
the new Cherokee is no sports car. It does 
the job when asked but without much en¬ 
thusiasm. The diesel engine hauls the car 
along with a gruff rumble from up ahead 
and the firm gearchange doesn’t want to 
be hurried - much like the car itself. 

The pay off for relaxing a bit on the throt¬ 
tle is a ride the right side of firm and more

time to admire a cockpit that tries hard to 
be user friendly and mostly succeeds. 

That means clear instruments (drivers 
who travel to mainland Europe will love the 
one-button push from MPFI to KPH) that 
told me of a 43mpg average in a testing 
week and a sat nav readout repeated in the 
instrument panel. 

A good sound system (DAB included) 
and proper graspable controls for heating 
(no fiddling with a touchscreen) reinforced 
the Cherokee’s easy living take on modern 
motoring.
